Trying to wriggle Out- 

"The galled jade ; winces." Smart- 
ing under"5Tuesdfty's''completG expos- 
ure of its'' targiversation,' the w local or- 
gan of the obstruotionisto makes a 
ttuily pitiful attempt to wriggle out of 
the pillory in -•which' we placed it by 
simply making ostracta from its ovrn 
jleadiug columns,^ JFirst,. yr.e^xQ .ac- 
cused of having, j 'made "garbled ex- 
tracts." That aoisusation sounds 
strangely in th^' mou%:o£ a journalist 
repeatedly conviotod of misquoting 
and cutting soatencosin twain iu order 
to make us say tho exact opposite of 
■what wo did say I But, "leavinij that 
flea to stick to tho wa," why does iioL 
our contemporary at least make tho at- 
• tempt to prove its accusation? Be- 
cause it cannot. Wa defy it to show 
■where a single extract was made Avith 
the slightest degree of unfairness to 
the context or to the scope and intent 
of the Avriter. The whole matter lies 
in a nut-shell, and tho employment of 
many words doth but tend to conceal 
the truth. From the day those whom 
our consistent contemporary used 
to designate the "Charter-sellers"wore 
driven from office down to tho present, 
Mr. Maojkenzie has, while admitting 
a ihe national' obligation, frankly de- 
^«oliwed' that the -work of railway con- 
^^struction could not and would not be 
"/begun until completion of surreys and 
' loisatibii of line; but that completion of 
these pre-requisites would be immedi- 
ately followed by the work of con- 
atructioa. .iDa^g th(^ months cover- 
ed by the tatraots'made from its lead- 
ing coluintis on -Tuesday, our contem- 
porary continued to accept and 'eu&orsc 
that proposition, as a reference to the 
extracts will conclusively prove. Now 
it repudiates that doctrine, and not 
only repudiates it but declares that the 
simple fact of Mr. Jlackouzie holding 
it "proves his indisposition, not his 
want of ability, to go on with 
the work!" Now, wo must appeal 
to the reader's commonsense wiietlier 
it would be possible to conceive of any- 
thing more ridiculously illogical or 
intensely .inconsistent than the posi- 
tion taken now and then by our con- 
temporary. "O, but Mr. Mackenzie 
and his railway policy have changed 
since these extracts were written," 
says, in effect, our contemporary. The 
proofyif you please, "Mr. Face-both- 
ways." "We contend that whatever 
ohange Mr. Mackenzie's railway policy 
hap undergone since, then has been for 
the better — in favor oiColumbia, and 
weehallenge proof to the contrary. But 
there has been a chanpe somewhere, 
and we shall tell the reader when and 
vhere : At the time our contemporary 
was engaged in writing up Mr. Mac- 
kenzie aa an honest and able statesman 
and his railway policy as "very much 
better than that of the Maodonald 
Administration, " it waa laboring un- 
der the happy hallucination that its 
"top-sawyer" would be taken into tho 
Dominion Cabinet. In proof of this 
wo offer tho following "garbled ex- 
tract" from one of its loading articieii 
of that poriod : "Wo have no reason 
to doubt but that Mr. DoCosmos will, 
sooner or later, bo called to take a 
Hoat iu tho prosout Cabiuot, as wo be- 
lieve it to be the intention of ilr. Mac- 
kenzie to establish the prinuij^lo that 
every Province in tlio Dominion nhall 
have a representative in tho l'2xocutive 
Council, and honco wo look upon it as 
ft foregone conclusion that ^Ir. De- 
Coavaoa will bo Mr. Mackenzie's choice 
from this Province." It is a signifi- 
cant coincidence that tho discovery 
that there was no hope of Mr. DeCos- 
tnos being taken into the Cabinet and 
the discovery that Mi*. Mackenzie ■was 
dishonest, incompetent and all that 
is least desirable in a statesman and 
that his railway policy, instead of be- 
ing " vei-y much better than that of the 
Macdonald Adminiatmtion," is rank 
repudiation , wore made cimultaneous- 
lyl To tho reader we leave tho task 
of tracing causo and effect — an easy 
ono indeed. 

Closer Union, 

The subject of closor union of flio 
I'roviuces comprising the Dominion of 
Canada is now receiving a largo sliaro 
of attention on both side of tho Atlan- 
tic. Not long ago we reproduced 
.portions of an article which appeared 
in-thb .'.'Times", fltt-sthe .subject. The 
legislative union pft Ifew Brunswick^ 
. Nova Scotia, and Pnrice Edvjrard IrJ 
^]and, agitated before ^-Gdnfederation, 
ia, we are toj[d| ^oj^bfl"' the' 'first st^; 
and itirf ttt''T>e'.t6ll6wed by a surrenwr 
Jjy all tho Provinces of Ici^jil' gbvfl&; 
fcnont.so ihnt, instead of a'ii^tion mft34 



up of liltlo nationalities with govern- 
ments within governments, there shall 
bo ono consolidated Dominion having 
ono central Govorument and ono com- 
mon and solo Parliament. In short, it is 
proposed that the uuiou of the Pro- 
vinces now forming, and which may 
hereafter form, the Canadian Domin- 
ion shall be no loss real and completo 
than that which makes ono out of the 
Jihree ancient kingdoms of England, 
Ireland and Scotland. "The Empire" 
a London Journal specially devoted to 
the interests of the Colonial Empire, 
comes to hand with a leading article 
evincing mature though and consid- 
erable acquaintance with the subject 
Wo need offer no apology for making 
tho following extract from "The Em 
piro : — It was but the other day that 
most of tUo British Possessions in 
North America wore united in the 
Dominion of Canada, tho j^rovinces of 
Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, Prince Edward Island, 
British Columbia and Manitoba agree- 
ing to have a common Government at 
Ottawa, while retaining provincial in- 
stitutions for tho control of purely lo- 
cal affairs. Tho clumgo was on im 
portaut one, altering tlio character and 
scope of fiovoral long existing Govern- 
ments, affecting local interests iu the 
most direct way, and placing territor- 
ies and peoples iu now and delicate 
relations to each other. Yet it was ef- 
fected without friction or jar. ScTeral 
disjoined communities, each one hav- 
ing its traditions and preferences 
which had to be set aside, -were united 
into a nation by resolution and Act of 
Parliament, with tho quietness of well 
oiled mechanical action. Now, when 
scarcely more than seven years have 
pased by, another change is teoiitemp] at 
cd with serenity hy public opinion. The 
Coast i^rovincos, it is said, are begin 
ning to SCO that their provincial affairs 
will bo better managed by unity than 
by a multiplication of governments 
This discovery cannot have been easy 
work, as local interest had to be look- 
ed through and overlooked before a 
clear vision of tho advantages of a 
single provincial government, instead 
of live, could bo obtained. Every 
community has un attachment to its 
institutions even when its reason 
counsels it to sacrifice them to larger 
interests. Should Nova Scotid, New 
Brunswick, Prince Edward Island, and 
Newfoundland decide to bo one pro- 
vince in the Dominion, under the 
name of Acadia, another proof will bo 
afforded of the remarkable capacity 
for silent and healthy political devel- 
opment possessed by British colonies. 
It is prophesied that within another 
seven years tho Dominion of Canada 
will be consolidated, local legislatures 
having been abolished altogether. 
\\'iiether this prediction will be verfi- 
ed at so early a date remains to be 
seen, but tho tendency of events is in 
thai direction. Tho fact is provincial 
governments in a colonial federation 
are likely to fall into contempt and to 
excite the question of,"Are they worth 
their ooatl" They do not offer in- 
ducements to the best men; they are 
degraded in tlie hands of inferior men 
and people of I'^nglish way.s are apt to 
put a correct value upon costly incom- 
petenco. ^luch depends upon the 
question of distance. It will be much 
more dii&cult for British Columbia to 
consent to relinquish its provincial 
legislature and government than for 
the Atlantic provinces, or the central, 
to give up theirs.

PnnssiAN Opphussion.— Thoro is no 
doubt that tho policy pursued by Prus- 
sia in Schloswig is calculated to arouse a 
feeling of bitterness and animosity in 
Denmark and among tho D.anish speaking 
residents of the ducliy that is hkuly to 
end in bloodshed. I'he Danish Govern- 
ment cannot submit in silenco to tho in- 
sults and indignities heaped upon its 
subjects by tho Prussian officials. The 
severity of Prussian rulo in Sohleswig 
has also attracted tho attention^ of some 
of the Great Powers, and it is 'said that a 
joint proposal from Russia and England 
will bo made to tho Emperor of Germany 
to return Schloswig to Denmark, provid- 
ed the forts of Alsen and Duppel aro de- 
molished and Danish territory declared 
neutral. But then is there any probabili- 
ty that Prussia will agree; and if not, 
what then ? 

TiiR Stickkkn Nuisanck. -- The Main- 
land Guardian has a sensible article upon 
tho subject of tho annoyance to our trade 
with Cassiar arising out of the posses- 
sion by the Americans of that stupid 
thirty-miJe belt running along tho sea- 
board for several hundred miles and giv- 
ing Brother Jonathan tho key to tho 
Stickoen River. Our contempor.iry re- 
commends that the boundary lino should 
bo at once clearly defined by a joint sur- 
vey.

Motlakatlah Justice- 

Enrron Coi.o.sisr: — Through your 
paper I wish to ciiU iiltoutiou to tho 
ex.li-:iorcliiiary iiiiinuer in which Mr. 
Duiiciui admiiiisters justice at Mot- 
lahkutlah. 

All persona travelling on the coast 
have noticed the large poles in front 
of the Indian Lodgos at their villages. 
These ])oles are tho common property 
of the tribe and under tho care of tho 
chief SI) long as ho may bo chief of the 
tribe, but in case of his deserting his 
tribo.or of Uis death, thoy belong to who- 
ever may bo in his stead. A few months 
since the chief of tho Kitticech became 
dissatisliod, deserted his tribe and wont 
to Motlakatlah to livo, leaving tho polo 
belonging to the tribe in a very rickety 
ondition. As it was dangerous, and tho 
Judiaus of the tribe wishing to abolish 
their b,u-!):irons cn-toNH, witli tho con- 
sent of llieir hearl m.in, cut down the pole. 
The ex-chief at I\lotlakatlali hearing of 
this made a complaint. Mr. Duncan 
summoned tho head men of the tribo. 
They refused to obey, saying they liad 
committed no crimo. Mr. Duncan then 
sent a largo force of his people with ]\Ir. 
Brown, tho constable, and had them ar- 
rested; and had it nut been for the inter- 
ference of Bev. Mr. Crosby the Indians 
would have refused, consequently thoro 
would havo boen bloodshed, as all Mr. 
Duncan's constables were armed with 
rifles, 8i::^-sliootors, and a cutlass to each 
man, which was tantamount to o chal- 
lenge, as thero was groat animosity bo- 
twoeu tho two places. Tho Indians were 
fined S120 and tendered blankets for pay- 
ment, which was refused. Mr. Duncan 
stating that tho Chief at Victoria would 
not allow him to tako any more blankets, 
but roust havo cash. Inducements were 
hold out to the Indians to leave Fort 
Simpson and reside at Motlakatlah, and 
had they done so tho fine would have boen 
remitted I The money was raised and 
forwarded to Motlakatlah. After it was 
settled and tho Indians were about em- 
barking for home, Mr. Duncan went to 
the beach and asked them if they did not 
intend to return and livo at Motlakatlah. 
One of them re])lied—" Duncan, have 
you no shame? You arrest us; rob us 
of our money and then ask us to come 
here and livo; you should be ashamed of 
it-" 

Tho worst feature of tho caso is this: 
I'hcse ])oles or cresla aro tho remnant of 
barbarism, and no Indian would bo per- 
mitted to raiso ono at Metlakatlah. Tho 
Indians are willing and wish to abolish 
ill tUofQ barbarous rites since the Metho- 
dist Mission has been established, and if 
the proix.'r spirit liad boen shown by Mr. 
Duncan, instead of the lino, ho would 
have (moouraged the Indians to continue 
their good works. J usrioB.

The cost of the war of 1870, accord-* 
ing to an article in the ' "Allgemeino 
Zeitung, was^omparatlvely small. On 
the part of i rauco it amounted to 
11371,000,000, to which ^17.3,000,000, 
may be added as the value of the ced- 
ed territory. Tho amount spent by 
Germany was, of course, loss, the 
troops operating in tho enemy's coun- 
try, no towns having to bo victualled, 
and the Commissariat being much hot- 
ter managed than with tha French. 
The cost to^he North Germaij Cqif- 
federatibri"Kas been officially stated as 
$-i7,000,000. Whou the truce was 
concluded the Gorman Treasury was 
empty.andbutforthe contiibution levi- 
ed on Paris, and the first instalment of 
the new indemnity, a new loan would 
have, been necessary. iThe.JB6,00.0,000 
of the Gennanwar chest,and the£68rf 
000,000 of the war loan, must ixlta 
been exhausted. Contemporaiy wkfa 
havo been far more costly. Brazil ex- 
pended twelve millions in all its war 
against Paraguay; the American Civil 
War cost 330,000,000 ;tbe .Crimean war 
cost England 167,000,000, the 'Abys- 
sinian expedition eight and one-third 
millions, and the Ashanteo war cost 
one and a half millions. The cost of 
the Franco-Gorman war is all the more 
moderate, inasmuch as private com- 
pensation is included-rT.OOOjOOO^ojaj 
tho German and 24,000,000' on 'the 
French side.
